fishermen been French, or of any other na- 
tionality, oar indignation would scarcely have 
been less, though our personal honour would 
not have been involyed. The measure of our 
anger’s depth, and the measure of our de- 
termination, may be taken by the cahmness we 
continue to display, It isa dangerous calm, 
symptomatic of feelings that are too deep and 
sacred for words or demonstration. It is ear- 
nestly to be hoped that it is properly understood 
abroad, and especially at St. Petersburg. For ~ 
any misapprehension which confuses patience 
with pusillanimity, or moderation with readi- 
ness to allow this outrage to be passed over as 
other outrages, almost as “unspeakable,” have 
been, will as surely lead to disaster as that 
obstirate defiance by Russia of which per- 
turbinz signals have not been lacking. ‘There. 
is no shred of division or irresolution in 
Great and Greater Britain. Never before has 
the country been so absolutely one. If quarrel 
we must have we have that quarrel just, and 
once in we will so bear ourselves that others 
may beware of us. Our conscience acquits us 
of bellicose or Chauvinistic impatience. We 
have borne ourselves like men in our treatment 
of an unparalleled situation. We still earnestly 
hope that our moderation and dignity will be 
rewarded as they deserve. But if it fall out 
otherwise, we shall bear ourselyes like men to 
the bitter end, strong in the justioe of our 
cause.

THE WAR, 


The only war news we have to-day i is Con: 
tained in a telegram from Tokio reporting « 
tremendous bombardment of Port Arthur, the 
fall of which is said to be near at hand. 
Meantime, all is quiet in Manchuria, 
though we may hear at any time that 
the Japanese have resumed the offensive. 
The annals of scientific. warfare would be 
vainly searched for any tactical position re: 
sembling that of the two vast armies now 
facing one another between Liao-yang and 
Mukden. For fully two weeks, each of these 
immense forces has virtually stood at bay, 
challenging the other to come on. Pretty 
equally matched in numbers and pugnacity, 
they only wait for an order to rush at the , - 
foe, and obedience will be’ rendered with all 
possible alacrity, But Marshal Oyama and 
General Kuropatkin are concerned with 
matters of higher moment from their respec- 
tive standpoints. It was the Russian late 
effort to march south, to relieve Port Arthur, 
which influenced the Japanese commander to 
replace offensive strategy by defensive, Simi- 
larly, it was the Japanese impetuous northerly 
advance that constrained Kuropatkin, after 
the failure of his attempt to get south, 
to halt on the Sha-ho. In the-one case, 
the object is the capture of Port Arthur by 
starvation and storm combined before relief 
arrives ; in the other, the Russians feel them- 
selves bound to retain possession of Mukden 
at any cost. In effect, it is a game of patience, 
and it only remains to be seen which side will 
be the first to give way to irritation at thg 
delay,

the order. ‘The fleet will consist of six barges, 
two passenger steamers, and two tugs, and all 
these vessels will be built in England. They 
will be delivered by June 1, 1905. By that 
date it is hoped to open a portion of the canal 
(30 kilométres) between Matarieh and Port 
Said. ‘This will be a great advantage for pas- 
sengers.

culars of the great French actor's life. Coquelin 
Ainé is the son of a baker, and was destined 
originally to follow that trade ; but evincing a 
great aptitude for the stage, be went to 
Paris and was adinitted to the Conservatoire on 
December 29, 1859, joining M. Regnier’s class, 
of which he became the most brilliant pupil. 
He obtained the second prize for comedy, and 
made his début at the 'Théitre Francais on 
December 7, 1860, in the character of Gros-René 
in the “Dépit Amoureux.” He afterwards played 
with success in the “Fourberies de Scapin,” 
“Mariage de Figaro,” “Don Juan,” and other 
classical pieces; Lupin in “La Mére Conti- 
dente ; the Marquis in “Le Joueur ;” Annibal 
in “L’Aventuriére,” Xe. He'created the role of 
Anatole in “Une Loge d’Opera,” John in 
“'!'yop Curieux, ”* Gagneux in “Jean Baudry,” 
Vincent in “L’sillet Blane,” Aristide in “Le 
Lion Amoureux,” Gringoire in the play of that 
name, Beaubourg in “Paul Forestier,” Eucrate 
in “Le Coy de Mycille,” &e. M. Coquelin 
has obtained great success in — society 
by reciting in private and at public meet- 
ings, and has thus added to the reputa- 
tion of new poets, particularly of Eugene Ma- 
nue] and Frangois Coppeée. In 1886 he was put 
on the list of “societaires pensionnaires” of the 
Theatre Frangais, and this prevented him from 
appearing as an actor im any B rench theatre.

At the end of last year the Suez Canal 

Company invited tenders for making two new 
basins on the Asiatic side of Port Said harbour, 
one of which was to accommodate the colliers 
that discharge there and, the other the petro- 
leum tank steamers. 
“Among the numerous tenders received from 
all parts of Europe, that sent in by the Société 
de Grands Travaux de Marseille was accepted. 
Including the additional or supplementary 
works that the Canal Company will carry. out 
itself, the total cost of constructing these two 
new basins will amount to about three million 
frances, or £120,000. Once these basins are 
completed, that now known as the “Bassin 
Abbas,” near the waterworks, on the African 
side, will be utilized for steamers generally, 
other than the colliers which at present use it 
exclusively. 

The Suez Canal Company intends likewise 
to considerably imprové the two other basins, 
known by the names of the Bassin de |’Arsenal 
and the Bassin Chérif, on the same side of the 
shore, by enlarging and deepening them and 
adapting or making them available also for 
cargosteamers of thelargesttonnageand draught. 
As aresult of these improvements and changes 
the general workshops will have to be removed 
elsewhere. They will, at the same time, be 
much enlarged, remodelled, and improved. After 
a long study of this question the chief engineer 
of the company, now in Paris, reeommended 
that the new buildings should be erected on 
the Asiatic side of the harbour, opposite the 
town, where sufficient space is available, and at 
this moment a definite project is before the 
directors for their approval. 

On theother hand, ashort time back the Canal 
Company imported three large porteurs, floating 
receivers or mud tanks, which are ‘used, in 
connection with .the powerful marine dredgers 
in the port. To increase the dredging operations 
necessary to keep the port at a uniform and 
requisite depth, the ‘company has ordered 
another steamer dredger and mud tank

A DASTARDLY OUTRAGE, 


A HINT TO TRAVELLERS.

The Eden Music-hall at “Alexandria, where 
the recent fire panic took place, was the scene 
last night ofa dastardly outrage. 

About 10.30 p.m., whilst the performance 
was going on, the ticket-collector was seen to 
rush into the auditorium closely pursued by 
the man in charge of the box-office, of Greek 
nationality, who carried a dagger in his hand. 
The latter fell upon his victim and inflicted a 
deep wound in the back, from which the man 
fell in front of the stage. He attempted to rise 
and eseape, but was furiously attacked twice 
and fell dying at the side entrance of the 
theatre, leaving a trail of blood behind him. 
The audience, panic-striken, rushed to the 
exitsof the theatre, and it was left to the fireman 
on duty to effect the capture of the murderer. 
‘The latter seized his belt axe and felled the 
man to the ground near his dying victim. The 
murdérer, however, escaped the clutches of 
the fireman and was finally arrested as he 
emerged into the open street by the ghaffir on 
duty on a sign from the fireman, who blew his 
whistle. 

The man so brutally attacked, who is an 
Italian, was removed to the Greek Hospital, 
but expired on the way. His assassin has-been 
incarcerated at Labbane caracol pending his 
trial. 

The motive of the crime has not as yet 
transpired, but it evidently arose from a violent 
quarrel which the two men had at the entrance

DEATH OF ARABIC SCHOLAR. 


The . Morning Post of last Friday says :— 
We regret to announce that Professor H. 
Anthony Salmoné, Professor of Arabic at 
King’s College, London, died at his residence, 
47, Powis-square, from apoplexy. Of Cretan 
parentage, he was born in Beyrout in 1860 and 
educated in the university of that city. Soon 
after coming to this country he was appointed 
professor of Arabic at University College, Lon- 
don, and in 1890-he received the appointment 
of professor at King’s College.In the same year 
he published an important’ Arabic-English and 
English-Arabic Lexicon in two volumes and 
received a gratifying acknowledgment of his 
work from the Sultan, who sent him the Order 
of the Medjidieh of the Third Class in re- 
cognition of the services he had rendered to 
Oriéntal literature. For many. years Professor 
Salmoné, by his addresses and writings, la- 
boured to draw attention to the necessity of 
encouraging Oriental studies in Great Britain, 
and he contributed miscellaneous articles to the 
reviews and newspapers, including the Morning 
Post. He published in 1896 a book on “The 
Fall and Resurrection of Turkey,” and devised 
and edited ‘Ihe Imperial Souvenir,’ an in- 
teresting work which was dedicated by special 
permission to Queen Victoria. It gives a

London, October 28.

In 
spite of the tension caused by the political 
situation of: the last few days, the market in 
Egyptian Stocks has held finn, in fact more 
than that, prices have adyanced, which cannot 
be -said of any other section of the Stock 
Markets. It is a marked sign of the strength of 
the market for Egyptian securities that it 
should be able to cut itself adrift from such a 
general and strong depression as affected all 
other securities yesterday. Buyers always take 
up and pay. for their purchases, conse: quently 
there is no weak Bull element — such as in 
the highly speculative markets — — who easily 
take fright, ina crisis such as we are passing 
through just now, and are accustomed to sell 

as eagerly as they before bought. At the 
alate of the mail, I learn on high authority 
that before many hours are over thé Russian 
trouble will be settled to our satisfaction; due 
in no small measure to the fact.that all the 
financial concerns in Paris are up to their necks 
in Russian securities. Very important news 
has also just reached Russia from Port Arthur, 
which may have a serious bearing on their 
attitude towards England at the present mo- 
ment.

For the moment, at any rate, 
there seems to be too much cotton moving to 
muke any decided upward movement in prices 
likely. There have been the usual reports of 
killing frosts from several sections of the cotton 
area, but they have failed to arouse more than 
momentary interest. During the last day or 
two, political anxiety has overshadowed the 
market, and at the moment of writing is still 
the prédominating influence.

THE GASH SCHEME,

‘The river Gash project consists of a scheme 
for storing and controllingsthe water of that 

ver, and using it in the irrigation of the 
utry about Kassala. This river is peculiar 
:, that it finally disappears in’ the sands, 

Mr. Dupuis’ report describes the river Gash 

suing from the Abyssinian hills on to the 
jlains in the form of a wide, shallow, 
ny torrent on much the same level as the 
plains themselves. As far as Kassala the 
river is confined ta its channel, but below

Kassala it begins to spill over its banks, the 


spills becoming more numerous and continuous, 
with several fairly large and defined channels 
awongst them, with the result that 6 or 7 miles 
from Kassala the river channel has dwindled 
away to nothing. The spill leaves a thick mud 
asit, on which large areas of durra are 

tivated. ‘The water flows forward from 50 
to 100 miles in more or less ill-defined channels, 
imigating large areas of grazing ground and 
patches of cultivation. These channels tend 
to unité and grow deeper again, becoming fewer 
in number, until one only is -left, which even- 
tually loses itself in a sandy desert tract to the 
yorth of the village of Fillik. 

‘The Gash flows for only about eighty days 
in the year, coming down early in July and 
dryingup in the latter part of September. 
Throughout the remainder of the year the 
river bed is absolutely dry. Mr. Dupuis is of 
opinion that the ordinary tlood discharge of the 
Gash does not often. exceed 5,000,000 cubic 
wetres a day. At the Kassala ford the channel 
is 250 m. wide, and the flood depth about 
ov ein, 

‘le Gash is given to troublesome vagaries, 
in consequence of which the cultivated areas 
aud best grazing grounds shift about and the 
wells are affected, involving migrations of the 
population and a feeling of insecurity, with 
other disadvantages. 

‘To remedy this and introduce stable condi- 
tions, Mr, Dupuis recommends the following 
scheme :— 

“If works can be constructed on any 
seale, it would seem that what is required 
is alarge circular basin enclosing the tract 
about the delta head, into which the river 
would be guided by small retaining banks 
running some little distance up the main river 
on either side. The river would be received 
into this basin and allowed to” overtlow and 
spread about in the area enclosed, throwing 
down the greater portion of its heavy silt just 
as it does at present, and passing off through 
several regulators in the surrounding bank. 
Until the end-of the flood the regulators in 
this bank would not be used to a greater 
extent than was necessary to secure the parti- 
tion of the water in the way desired, so that 
existing conditions would be but very slightly 
disturbed. At the end of the flood, when 
the river began to fall, the regulators would 
be closed and the whole basin give a last 
thorough soaking, and the stored water 
could then be run offand utilised lower 
down. ‘The various regulators would form the 
heads of different canals, or might feed a se- 
cond system of basins forming a more or less 
concentric ring round the first circular basin, 
or one or more of them might be used merely 
as escapes to pass away excess of water for- 
ward down the existing lines of flow.” 

The sidea requires developing after more 
information has been collected. ‘The advantage 
of the scheme is that it can be carried out pro- 
gressively and tentatively so as to profit by 
actual experience. 

‘There is much to recommend something 
being done in this direction, for, as Mr. Dupuis 
reports, the agricultural possibilities of the 
Gash area in Kassala Moudirieh cannot fail to 
strike any visitor interested in such matters ; 
the fertility of the soil is unquestionable, and 
there is no doubt as to the former prosperity of 
the country, Nothing, he writes, could give a 
greater impetus to the restoration of the district 
than works for the control of the Gash flood, by 
inéans of which definite conditions could be 
guaranteed to definite tracts of country. 

Jord Cromer, in his covering despatch, 
places the Gash project first in order of im- 
portance of the irrigation works intended to 
benefit the Sudan, though Sir W. Garstin 
places it after the Wad Medani barrage and 
Gheziteh canals. For the Gash project Sir 
William estimates the cost at L.E, 500,000, 
and the revenue from land tax (on 100,000 
acres at P.'T. 50 an acre) at L.E. 50,000. 

Between the Gash and the Blue Nile runs 
the Athara River through “a vast plain of rich 
Hack soil sloping gently north-westwards from 
the foot of the Abyssinian hills on the south- 
east, which corresponds with the Abyssinian 
irontier,”’

wiifonn level, and their extreme fertility, at 
Once suggest the introduction of canals and

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THE STATE OF HELOUAN. 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 


In a precedingarticle we voiced the complaints 
of the people of Helouan on’ the subject of 
the deplorable state of their roads and of the 
complete indifference displayed by the 'Tanzim 
Deyartment towards their grievances. But 
the complaints of the inhabitants of Helouan 
against the Tanzim Department are just as 
loud. owing to the water supply. ‘The water of 
Helonau’is taken from the Nile and pumped 
into a reservoir. But owing to the develop- 
ment of\Helouan towards the East, that part 
of the town, being at a higher altitude, can get 
very little water, and sometimes none during 
the day, because of the low pressure. Some- 
times the inhabitants of East Helouan have to 
wait until nightfall in order to fill their cisterns 
for the next day’s supply. On many days 
throughout the year the water fails entirely in 
this part of Helouan. The quantity of the 
water is insufficient because the reservoir is 
too low or else there is a defect in the arrange- 
ment of the pipes. ‘The reservoir and the 
water supply are in the hands of the ‘lanzim 
Department. Several complaints have been 
made to the officials of that Department on 
the subject of the pressure question, but no 
notice is taken. 

If the quantity of the water affords grounds 
for complaint, the quality is an even greater 
grievance. The colour of the water is that of 
thick, yellowish, liquid mud. It is impossible 
to take’a bath, as the water is not merely of a 
most repulsive colour, but quite filthy. The 
water is served out in the same state as it 
arrives from the river. There is no attempt at 
filtration whatsoever. Since the last cholera out- 
break the Government hasgivengrantsto many 
centres of population throughout Egypt for the 
purpose of improving the water supply. At 
Helouan an attempt at boring for wells was 
made, but no good water was found. 'This was 
the only attempt made, and since the failure of 
the boring the Government has done nothing 
to improve the water supply. Yet Helouan is 
the only watering-place in Egypt and every 
year attracts more and more visitors from 
every part of the world. Thousands and 
thousands of pounds have been sunk in hotels, 
sanatoria, baths, pensions, palaces and villas, 
and the population of the town is rapidly 
increasing. What makes the matter worse is 
that taxes have been introduced into Helouan 
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(From our own Correspondent).

BRITISH TRADE IN EGYPT. _ 


One of the most detrimental factors operating 


Egypt is the employment of foreign agents by 
English manufacturers to introduce their goods 
on the market. Some instructive examples of 
the state of things now prevailing have of late 
been brought to our notice. For instance, an 
agent at Cairo ofa well-known Nottingham 
firm for a certain article in common use, is also 
an agent for a manufacturer of the same 
article on the Continent, who is one of his 
compatriots. In pushing the goods of the 
latter he invariably submits the samples of the 
former firm and points out how much cheaper 
the Continental manufacturer can produce an 
equivalent article. The unfairness of this 
ystem is obvious, for many of the English 
manufacturers are in many cases only known 
to the local retailers through home introduc- 
tions and representatives. Why should not 
English manufacturers endeavour to obtain 
British subjects resident in Egypt, who would 
take their interests far more to heart than do 
the existing foreign representatives, who have 
always their own axe to grind.

On my 
formal protest at such a ridiculous procedure, 
the resident doctor, who cannot be blamed for 
carrying out his orders, kindly agreed to visit 
my house for these six days. 

Possibly some of your readers can explain 
who is responsible for this useless formality at 
this late date.
